continued to do some good work in the way of affording help to widows and 
orphans. Hari Sabhas, Hindu religious institutions, have been started in 
several places where religious books are read and hymns are sung. The 

indits of Nadia have organized an association for the advancement of Sanskrit 
Keening and for the discussion of phllonephual » religious, and social questions, 
under the name of the College of Pandits of Nadia. The question of calf 
vaccination was laid before the pandits at their last annual conference during 
the Christmas holidwys, und the pandits gave it as their opinion that there 
was no religious objection to using calves for vaccination. In Murshidabad 
there are two other institutions, viz., the ‘Murshidabad Muhammadan Asso- 
ciation” and the “Anjumani,” ‘The former deals with matters connected 
with the intellectual and moral improvement of Muhammadaus, and the latter 
is reported to be a purely religious institution maintained for the help of the 
poor, In Khulna the only social institutions deserving of notice are the 
Jessore and Khulna “Sunmilani, which looks after zanana education and the 
physical and moral training of boys, and the Sripur Hitasadhint Sabha, which 
maintains a charitable dispensary in Sripur. 


THE PUBLIC PRESS. 


141. In the 24-Parganas the total number of presses was 30, against 27 
in the previous year. Six presses were closed and nine opened during the year. 
Of the presses, 1 is owned by Government, | by a European, 1 by a Native 
Christian, 10 by Muhammadans, and_17 by Hindus. The Horticultural Press, 
the Bharati Press, and the Suptahik Sambad Press continued to issue periodicals, 
called Sanskrit Chandrika, the Bharati, and the Anader Patrika respectively. 
Another periodical, called Bhishuk Darpan, has been newly started during tho 
year, and is issued by the Bhishuk Darpan Juntra. The Herald Press issued 
a paper called the /ndian Christian Herald, Two newspapers—the Rutlway 
Guardian and the Power—have sprung up during the year. The former is issued 

the Railway Press, and the latter by the Power Steam Printing Works, 
which also issues two other papers—the Bangunibasi and the National Guardian, 
The circulation of these papers and periodicals is confined to a limited number 
of Pe le. A monthly Bengali magazine, named Prabha, printed in Caleutta, is 
published at Nila, a village in the subdivision of Diamond Harbour. It deals 
with literary, and not with political or administrative subjects. In Nadia the 
number of presses was reduced from three to two. No daily, weekly or other 
periodical paper is issued from any of these presses. In Murshidabad there 
were 11 presses as against 10 inthe previous year. Three weekly. newspapers— 
the Pratikar, tho Pratinidhi, and the Hitaisk—were published in this district 
during the year. They are moderate in tone and limited in circulation. A 
monthly paper, called the Nandi, a comic paper, was started during the year, 
but after two or three issucs it ceased to exist. In Jessore there were four 
presses, a new press having been started during the year. ‘Three of them 
execute miscellaneous work, while the fourth, ‘The Chikitsa Prabash Press,” 
continued to issue a weekly journal, called the Sumaj-o-Sahitya, and verngcular 
books on ‘hygiene. As in the previous year, there was only one press in 
Khulna. It exéentes job work. No newspaper is issued from it. The vernac- 
ular journal called the Ghostok, started in the’ preceding year by a local 
Native Christian, continued to-be printed and published in Calcutta, It will 
thus be seen that the newspapers and periodicals published in the districts of 
this Diyision are. atau of little importance and small circulation. As 
regards the public press generally, the few who read newspapers in the several 
districts of this Division read the papers published in Calcutta. Of papers 
published in Engl the Statesman, the Tnaian Mirror, the Amrita Bazar 
Pat the Hindu Patriot, and the Bengalee have the largest circulation 
b -the native community. The leading vernacular papers are the Bangavast, 
inganivast, the Hitavadi, the Sanjibani, the Samaya, and the Sudhakar.

148. Of the five Sub-Deputy Collectors in the 24-Parganas, Babu Amrita 
Lal Gupta worked for a few months only, and Babu Adyata Charan De is 
specially employed as Superintendent of the Port Canning estate. Since the 
middle of February, Babu Jotendra Nath Gupta has been employed exclusively 
on settlement operations. One of the Sub-Deputy Collectors: of Nadia, Babu 
Charu Chandra Kumar, was transferred from this Division early in the year, 
Another Sub-Deputy Collector, Babu Hem Chandra Mitter, went away on 
leave on 2]st September 1594, and returned to duty on the 4th March 1895. 
So, properly speaking, only two Sub-Deputy Collectors worked in this district 
throughout the year, and one for half the year. Babu Hara Chandra Ghose, 
who was a Sub-Deputy Collector in Murshidabad, has been promoted to bea 
Deputy Collector. ‘here was one Sub-Deputy Collector at Khulna for some 
months, and one in the Satkhira subdivision for the whole year. The  Sub- 
Deputy Collectors and kanungos were employed as usual on measurement, 
settlement, collection of rent from khas mahals, and other miscellaneous and 
outdoor duties, but they greatly prefer sedentary work in offices, and it 
requires constant goading and supervision to keep them on tour. The Sub- 
Deputy Collectors at some of the subdivisions were employed. in criminal 
judicial work, which I think interferes unduly with their revenue work, The 
remarks.of District Officers about the qualifications of the Sub-Deputy Collectors 
will be found with mine in the statement showing the character of gazetted 
officers appended to this report. Of the kanungos, Babu Rash Behary Bose, 
attached to Basirhat, and Babu Nritya Gopal Sanyal, at Krislmagar, have not 
Beet, favourably reported on.

NOTIFICATIONS OF THE BOARD OF REVENUE. 


Unper section 22 (2) of Act I (B.C.) of 1895, the Public Demand Recovery Act, the 
following rules have been framed by the Board with referance to the requirements of 
section 287 of the Code of Civil Procedure in regard to salos of property in execution of a 
certificate, and are pubiisfed for general information :— 

I.—When the officer who effects an attachment under section 269, Act XIV of 
1882, believes that the property attached does nut exceed twenty rupeos 
in value, he shall inform the debtor, or, in his absence, any present adult 
member of his family, that it will be sold by public auction at onco, 
without the issue of any proclamation under ssction 287. In case the 
decree-holder or the judgment-debtor, or any person on his behalf, objects 
to the adoption of the course, the attaching officer will convoke a pancha- 
yat of not less than three respectable adult male inhabitants of the 
neighbourhood, of whom ordinarily the headman of the village should be 
one, and will require them to assess the value of the property, If they 
determine that it exceeds Ks, 20 in value, he shall deal with it under the 
rules framed by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, otherwise he shall 
forthwith proceed to sell it by auction, after giving such reasonable notice, 
as the circumstances of the case admit of, to intending purchasers. 
IL—At the time of making an application undor section 230, Act XIV of 1382, 
for the attachment of moveable property in the possession of the judgment- 
debtor, the decree-holder shall pay the costs of issuing the proclamation 
of sale under section 287 of the Act, unless the value of the property, 
the attachment of which is applied for, is alleged by him not to exceed 
Rs, 20 in value. In this caso, should the value of the property as 
determined by the above rule, be found to exceed Rs. 20, the deeree- 
holder shall pay the costs of the proclamation immediately on receipt of 
notice of attachment. 
I1I.—Sales of moveable property not exceeding Rs, 20 in value shall be held on 
the spot, Such sales will necessarily be 
conducted by peons when they are the 
attaching officers. Sales of movenble property of greater value may 
be held on the spot or at the Sadar or subdivisional head-quarters, as 
may seem convenient and conducive to the securing of good prices. 
For such sales officers of higher rank than peons should always be 
deputed when tho value of the property is estimated to exceed Rs. 50, 
and proclamation should be issued. When the value is between Rs. 20 
and Rs, 50, the Collector or Deputy Collector may by a special order 
depute a peon, if he considers it desirable to do so. 
IV.—Sales of immoveable property should ordinarily be held at the district or sub- 
. divigional head-quarters, according as the 
Fale oh inecsreadie pepesty: villages may be nearer to either, but sales 
on the spot are desirable when bids or sufficient bids cannot be obtained 
at head-quarters, It sometimes happens that it is oaly by holding sales 
in the villages that the property can be disposed of. When this is the 
caso, nazirs, naibenazirs or bakshis should be employed; but in rare 
instances, where the value of the property is very small and the cost of 
deputing a higher officer would be out of proportion to it, a trustworthy 
peon may be sent out under the special orders of the Collector or Deputy 
Collector, For all sales of immoveable property proclamation must bo 
issued.

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2. A set of statistical tables has been compiled and published in the volume 
of Financial and Commercial Statistics for British India, in which all the main — 
facts connected with the administration of the tax from the time of its imposition 
are set forth for India collectively and for each province separately. The figures 
in this Resolution are taken from these tables. 

~ 4. The Act took the place of various Acts under which annual licenses were 
required for the exercise of any trades, dealings, or industries. Those Acts were 
in force in the provinces of Madras, Bombay, Bengal, the North-Western Pro- 
vinces and Oudh, and the Punjab ; and in the last year of their existence the net 
revenue obtained from the taxation imposed under them amounted to Rx, 472,800. 
In the first year of the operation of the Income Tax Act the net revenue realised 
in those Provinces was Rx. La7ngit. 

4. The proceeds of the tax have increased steadily from year to year, the 

s collections having risen from Rx. 1,369,180 in 1886-87 to Rx. 1,709,323 
in 1893-94. The increase amounts to 24°84 per cent., being on an average over 
3 per cent, annually.

It will be observed from the foregoing table that the collections in the three 
cities of Calcutta, Bombay, and Madras average nearly one-fourth of the collec- 
tions in all India. 

There is a steady increase both in the gross collections and in their ratio to 
‘the population, and this is no doubt due as much to the increasing wealth of the 
people, as well as to the increasing experience of the officers engaged in the 
administration of the tax.

The increase in Bengal and Bombay has been fairly steady. In the North- 
Western Provinces and Oudh the figures are sogulady uniform from year to year. 
Madras shews a-small increase during the first five years, but ariel one during 
the last three, which if maintained will much improve its position in the table in 
aragraph 6, Punjab, Central Provinces and Assam shew a steady increase. 
he tae? increase in Burma is due in pa¥t to the extension of the tax to new 
areas. 

8. The cost of collection on the first introduction of the tax was compara- 
tively high, amounting in 1886-87 to Rx. 53,283. The necessity for special 
establishments which existed in the beginning Sunepened as experience was 
acquired, and since 1887 the cost has ranged from Rx. 26,816,to Rx. 30,619. 
The absence of mofussil establishments makes it far higher in Bengal than else 
where. In that province, apart from the special staff maintained in Calcutta, 
there is a large staff of assessors Siploped: in the districts, while in Bombay, 
and other provinces the work of assessment is mainly done by the district offi- 
cials, The percentages in Burma and Ajmere-Merwara are also exceptionally 
high.

The whole number of persons assessed to the tax in 1893-94 was only 
436,283, and the incidence on each assessee of the total final demand (Rx. 
1,524,276) was just under R35 (R34°93). Of the larger provinces, Bombay 
heads the list ; but it is not possible to gather much from any comparison based 
on these figures, as a high incidence may be equally due to the full assessment 
of the wealthy classes, and to an unduly low assessment of the moderately well- 
offones. In Burma for example, the tax is in force only in some selected 
areas, and therefore necessarily shews a high incidence. The incidence in 
Hyderabad and Port Blair is far higher than it is elsewhere, because in both cases 
only Government officials are assessed. ‘The lowest incidence is in Ajmere, the 
Punjab, and Madras, 

11. The subjoined statement shews the incidence of the tax per 100,000 of 
the population for each province. The figures represent the incidence in Cal- 
cutta on the population of that city, in the rest of Bengal on the population of 
the province minus the population of Calcutta, and in Bengal generally includ- 
ing Calcutta on the whole population of the province including Calcutta; and 
similarly for Bombay, Madras, and Burma. It will be seen that outside the 
large commercial centres the incidence of the tax is extremely light :—

Among the presidency cities Bombay seems to fall short as compared 
with Calcutta; but looking at the interior of the presidency, Bombay in a long 
way, ahead of Bengal as might be expected from the comparison of the com- 
mercially active towns in these provinces respectively. 

12, Under Part II of the Schedule of the Act (Profits of Companies) the 
largest sums are obtained from railway and cotton-spinning and weaving com- 
panies, banking companies also contributing a considerable share. Under Part 
IV, the largest amount of the tax is realised from persons engaged in money 
lending and changing.

The decline in the collections from Railway companies is partly due to a 
legal decision as to the assessment and partly to the transfer to Goyernment 
after 1886-87 of the Oudh and Rohilkhand Railway. The increases against 
cotton and jute, reflect the advance of these two industries.

‘Tax following heads in'tho General Fund Ledger have been closed with the gross balances 
noted against each head :—

‘The details of these balances have been worked out anda statement prepared by the 
Acoount Department showing the difference between these balances and the bolances as per 
aniscellaneous bill register. That statement was submitted to the General Committee on the 
20th July 1895, scliciting sanction to write off the differences between the goueral ledger and 
the miscellaneous bill register. ‘The General Committee would not sanction the differences 
being written off, nor the details being finally dealt with unti] another attempt had been 
made to recover them by an officer to be specially deputed for that purpose. Up to the 
date of this note, however, no officer has been deputed, and the differences ate still unadjusted. 
The cause of the excess in the ledger balances, which under the two heads amounts to 
Ra. 25,201-10-5, is that bills dating back as far as the year 1891 have from time to time been 
cancelled under the sanction of the Vice-Chairman, Chairman, and Commissioners, without 
‘being written off the accounts, In these circumstances, it is evident that the greater part of 
the difference must be irrecoverable, and that its reteution on the books as a realisable asset is 
misleading, We would, therefore, recommend that a book adjtistment be made charging the 
fall difference to profit und loss. ‘This will of course in no way prejudice the right of the 
Corporation to make any recoveries on the report of the officer deputed to investigate the 
claims, It will merely be necessary to prepare a list of these claims and credit the recoveries 


to profit and loss.

Ont of 33 bills of the General Fund amounting to Rs, 274-11-6 in tho hands of the 
Health Officer, only 3 oriyinals and 2 duplicates amounting to Xs. 39-12-3 were produced 
before the Personal Assissant to the Vice-Chairman at the time of teking stock; and out 
of the balance 12 biZ/s amounting to Rs. 187-1 could not be accounted for, but were stated 
to have been lost. This.should be investigated and the officer who is responsible should 
either account for the bills, or make good the loss sustained by the Corporation.

‘The Collector’s balance of Hs. 1,03,607-7 includes bills to the extent of Rs. 25,786-9.9, 
stated to have been detained for various reasons in Government and public offices. To 
what period these bills belong, or for how long they have been detained ia the offices referred 
to, is not stated. We would suggest that in future the Collector should show to what period, 
ie. Ist, 2nd, 8rd, and 4th quarter of such and such a year, the whole balance in his hands 
refers, tho absence of this information being a defect in his departmental return, We would 
also suggest that all Government or public offices, who have detained bills for more than 
three months, should be called upon either to pay or return the bills. In tho latter case, 
the bills could then be handed over to the Warrant Officer for recovery by coercive measures, 
ag in all other cases. 

The terms of the Collector’s contract are that he shall retura aif uncollected rate-bills 
within one week after the first presentation ; it follows, therefore, that the balance in his hands 
ought to consist of bills of the last quarter only (all others having been passed on to the 
Warrant Officer), but in the absence of any information on this point in his departmental 
return, it is impossible to tell to what period the balanoa in his hands belongs, It also 
appears that no stock is ever taken of these outstanding rate-bills, or those in the custody of 
the Joint-Collector, 

For obvious reasons it is quite as necessary to take stock periodically of the rate-bills 
as of the miscellaneous bills, and we would, therefore, strongly recommend the introduction 
of this precautionary check. Similarly the Joint-Oollector’a balauce of Zs. 29,478.99 
includes bills to the extent of Rs, 7,851-10-9 detained in Government and public offices. 
These should Le dealt with immediately uuder the three mouths’ limit. The departmental 
return of this officer shows that although he is under the same obligation as the Collector 
to return to the Warrant Officer all bills not collected within one week after first presentas 
tion, still on the 31st March 1895 he had in his own hands, exclusive of the bills detained 
in Government and public offices, bills for the 2nd and 3rd quarters of 1804-95 to the 
extent of Rs, 1,137-2, a8 follows: —

The absonce of thisnecessary si ard 
makes it quite possible for fraud to be committed at any time. It should be the duty of the 
Superintendent of Stores to see that the oountersignature of the Road Overseers is obtained 
‘on each receipt, and of the Road Superintendent that no receipts are granted without the 
metal being actually delivored at the site where it is wanted. Ifthe repairs to any road can- 
not be oompleted within the financial yoar to which the grant refers, and the grant lapses, 
application in the usual mauner should be made to. have the grant re-sanctioned for the next 
year. Any other method of dealing with cases of this kind leads to confusion in the accounts,, 
and opens wide the door to serious abuses. : 
10, In paragraph 16 of the note on the accounts of 1892-93, attention was drawn to the 
absence of stock lists from any of the departments of the Municipality, and again in paragraph 
11 of the note on the accounts of 1893-94 this was repeated, with the addition that itock bad 
not yet been taken for all the departmeuts, and that in those cases where it had been taken, 
it was defective, as no transfer had been’made to block. Very clear instructions were then 
given regarding avy difficulty that might arise regarding valuation, We notice, however, 
that the suggestions have not been attended to during the year under audit. No returns 
have been received from either the Engineer or Health Officer's Department, or the depart= 
ments subordinate to them. In those returns which have been received, a valuation is given 
in some instances, and in others left blank; some have been totalled and others not. Cader 
thesa circumstances, it is quite impossible for the Chief Accountant to make any transfer to 
Block Account, and we must again point out that the early submission of those returns 
ought certainly to be required from al’ departments of the Municipality; that they should 
be prepared on o uniform plan, and that the valuation snould be arrived at by either of the 
alternatives suggested in paragraph 11 of the note of last yoar, so that the Chief Account- 
ant may make the necessary transfer before the eud of the current year.
